|Custom Observed Today Originated In 
Padau, Italy 

The custom of hanging up stockings 
‘on Christmas Eve comes to us from 
‘a land far across the ocean—from 
‘Sunny. Italy. In the city of Padau, long 
ago, good old Saint Nicholas used to 
go about the street after dark and 
throw through the windows of the 
homes of the poor people long knitted 
purses, tied at both ends, and ~con- 
taining much needed coins.’ These 
pursés were madé of yarn and when 
united looked pot unlike a_ footless 
stocking. Finally, as time went on, 
the poor people, hoping thus to remind 
the more fortunate of their needs, 
used to hang these empty purses out 
of the windows on the night before 
Christmas, so that a gift might be 
placed in them. In the north coun- 
try, where the weather is cold at 
Christmas time the purses were hung 
by the chiminey place in the hope 
that Saint Nicholas would drop his 
offering down the chimney. When 
the purses went out of fashion, stock- 
ings, as the thing most like them 
were used in their stead, and that is 
why we today still observe the prac- 
tice and the custom.

of the Dominion Department of Agri 


culture reports a great increase in the 
number of herds and cows under test 
this year. Last year the increase

ince of Quebec, where upwards of a 
hundred per cent. more testing work 
was performed in 1920 than in 1919. 
The total number of herds tested in 
the nine provinces In 1920 was 3,847 
against 2,418 in 1919, and of cows 33,- 
382 against 22,617. The incréase last. 
year was due chiefly to Quebec and to 
Ontario and Nova Scotia in a lesser 
degree. The last named province 
shows an increase of 165 herds com- 
pared with 29 in Ontario.
